United States senate a few weeks after 
President Garfield had sent to that 
bo dy the no minatio n o f Ju dg e William 
H. Ro bertso n as co llecto r o f the po rt 
o f New Yo rk. 
In o ne place the sena 
to r say s that when he learned that the 
man who had been Instru mental in 
defeating the Grant mo v ement fo r a 
third term no minatio n had been fa­ 
v o red o f the president witho u t 
the 
kno wledg e and appro v al o f the New 
Yo rk senato rs, who had fo u g ht fo r 
Grant’s no minatio n, He, Platt, walked 
o v er to Co nkling and ex claimed: "I 
shall send my resig natio n to Go v erno r 
Co rnell to nig ht.” 
Then the two went 
Into 
co nference, 
Co nkling 
insisting 
“that wo sho u ld wait and fig ht it o u t 
In the co mmittee to which the Ro bert­ 
so n no minatio n had been referred.” 
Bu t, ”1 finally indu ced Co nkling , o n 
May 14, to Jo in me in o ffering o u r 
Jo int resig natio ns.” 
Why did Senato r Platt no t desire to 
"fig ht it o u t in the co mmittee” to 
which this no minatio n, which was so 
distastefu l to him, had been referred? 
Becau se ”we hav e been so hu miliated 
as United Slates senato rs fro m the 
g reat state o f New Yo rk,” is the rea 
so n he g iv es. That may hav e been the 
reaso n in part, perhaps, bu t as the 
belief is qu ite g eneral in o ld-time na­ 
tio nal 
po litical circles 
that Senato r 
Platt did no t rev eal all he knew abo u t 
the Ro bertso n incident in his au to bl 
o g raphy , I am telling to day a hitherto 
u npu blished v ersio n o f the real reaso n 
o f Platt's resig natio n, and I tell it o n 
the au tho rity o f the late Co l. Jo hn R. 
Van Wo rmer. 
"The real, and no t the o stensible 
reaso n o f Mr. Platt’s resig natio n fro m 
the United States senate dates back 
to the clo sing day s o f 1880 and the 
first day s o f 1881 when, prio r to the 
Repu blican leg islativ e cau cu s at Al­ 
bany , the party leaders were bu sily 
eng ag ed In try ing to determine u po n 
the man to su cceed Francis Kernan, a 
Demo crat, in the United States sen 
ate,” said Co lo nel Van Wo rmer. "That 
leg islatu re was Repu blican by a safe 
majo rity , and, therefo re, Mr. Kernan 
co u ld no t be re-elected. 
"No w, there was a stro ng element o f 
the party in fav o r o f the electio n o f 
Richard Cro wley , who had represented 
o ne o f the New Yo rk districts in co n­ 
g ress fo r a nu mber o f y ears. 
‘Dick’ 
was a v ery po pu lar man. 
He was a 
v ery stro ng Stalwart, the name o f the 
party factio n headed by Co nkling . 
"Bu t there was a wing o f the party , 
u nder the leadership o f Chau ncey De- 


pew, which, while no t ex actly o ppo sed 
to Senato r Co nkling , was dispo sed 
to 
be friendly to Ju dg e William H, Ro b­ 
ertso n, who bad taken su ch a leading 
part in blo cking Co nkling '» plans fo r a 
third-term no minatio n fo r Grant. This 
Depew-led wing was rather fav o rably 
dispo sed to wards the no minatio n o f 
To m Platt fo r senato r.

P. Mo rto n, 
who , It, was tho u g ht at that 
time, 
wo u ld be secretary o f the treasu ry u n­

At that meeting

The new city ordinance which wit- 
adop ted several weeks ag o req uiring 
that a p ermit he i—med by the city 
clerk at a eost of fifty cents and a 
bond g iven before any imp rovement 
can be made in which the streets are 
used, has caused much inconvicncc 
to several citizens and is therefore 
unsatisfactory. 
According 
to 
the 
term- of the ordinance such a p ermit 
must be issued and bond tiled before 
any work, whatever, can lie done. An 
in-tanee of the inconvenience of the 
ordinance wa- shown this morning . A 
citizen desired to p lace about a dozen 
bricks in his sidewalk, but before he 
could beg in the work it was neee—ary 
for him to secure his p ermit and ask 
for a bond which was p laced at the 
lowest amount, $25. 
In about thirty 
minute- a f te r he obtained the p ermit 
the bricks were in p osition and he wa- 
back at tin* clerk’s office asking that 
the bond be cancelled. 
Since the or ­ 
dinance was p assed several incidents 
of this c h a r a c te r have occurred. 
The intention of the ordinance i- to 
p rovide that a p ermit shall be secured 


s o that if any damag e results throug h 
the carelessness of the man making 
the imp rovement he will have p rovided 
sufficient bond to cover such damag es, 
and the city would he at no ex p ense. 
Tin* ordinance is written in such a 
manner, however, that all imp rove­ 
ments come within its scop e, and it 
results in inconvenience 
and 
often j 
times a hardship up on the citizens. 
The intent of the ordinance i- g ood, 
but the citizen- feel that some p ro- 
j 
vision should he made whereby the 
real p urp ose could result without the! 
p resent inconvenience.

Movement Is Revived for Memo­ 
rial to Sh akespeare. 


Proposed 
to 
Erect 
and 
Endow 
to 
Memory of Giant in Literature 
Building in London Cost­ 
ing $2,5C0,000. 


London.— M artin H arvey has deliv­ 
ered a notable address in I^ eeds on 
behalf of the project to erect and *n- 
dow in 1916 a theater in London as a 
I memorial 
of 
Shakespeare. 
That 
would, 
he said, 
be 
three 
hundred 
years since there died in this coun­ 
try the most amazing giant in the 
literature of the world— an English- 
• man. 
W h at had wre reared to honor 
him and to express our pride in our 
great fellow-countryman, to whom the 
• civilized world had rendered homage? 
A trivial and unregarded little figure, 
borne above a fountain which trickled 
its small jet into a basin in Leicester 
T square. 
That was the sole monument 
which w’as pointed out to the amazed 
foreigner 
who 
visited the land of 
Shakespeare’s birth. 
It was now' proposed to erect and 
endow' to his memory a national the­ 
ater at a cost of $2,500,000, and al­ 
ready a fifth of that sum had been 
raised. 
As a result it was believed 
that Shakespeare would at last re­ 
ceive in the land of his birth 
the 
homage that he now received only in 
Germany. 
The work which it was 
proposed to do in the memorial the­ 
ater was already being done by pri­ 
vate enterprise. 
But it is impossible always to count 
upon a continuance 
of 
this 
happy 
state of things. 
Shakespeare’s work3 
alone could hardly be said to be his 
own 
memorial. 
Shakespeare 
wrotr; j 
for the stage, and how were hi3 w’orks 
j 
to be kept alive in those periods of ! 


- 


vitiated public taste which had de­ 
graded dram atic art and swamped the 
stage with vulgarity and meretricious 
trivia lity? 
There had been such pe­ 
riods, notably that of the Restoration.

apart, the problem of nat­ 
ural development would be 
the simplest possible. The 
truth of the Bible would 
drop into the mind of the 
living man eager to receive it, and 
lead him right, on and 
up 
to 
his 
chief end, in completeness of life in 
God. 
Probably much of the ablest of 
purely intellectual preaching of the 
day makes fatal failure in assuming 
that it has to deal with the normal 
man in this wise, and that its end can 
be attained by mere natural develop­ 
ment. 
But 
practically 
the 
Bible 
preacher as teacher has 
to do, not 
with the normal man, but with man 
the 
sinner. 
That 
entirely 
changes 
the problem. 
Sin 
means 
obedience 
lost, conforming to environment lost, 
life lost, God lost. 
It means disorder 
raid wreck in the soul, In the life, in 
society. 
The aim of instruction must 
be to bring man back to obedience 
and life; to bring about the moral and 
spiritual renovation and reconstruc­ 
tion of the sinner, and to save him 
from 
sin. 
W hile, 
therefore, 
the 
preacher is not to lose sight of the 
natural development of what is nor­ 
mal In man, he must, in presenting 
the teachings of God’s word, aim su­ 
premely at 
the 
supernatural 
trans­ 
formation of his hearers. 
The natural 
la to be barely the point of departure 
in reaching out 
toward 
the 
super­ 
natural; the development merely an at­ 
tendant 
upon 
the 
transformation. 
W ith the nature 
all 
right 
nature 
would alone be needed for develop­ 
ment, but with the 
nature 
perverted, 
something more and essentially dif- 
lerent, becomes necessary. 
For Real Effectiveness. 
Now, 
the 
effectiveness 
of 
Bible 
teaching, in preaching to men as sin­ 
ners, must always depend upon cer­ 
tain principles— too often neglected or 
forgotten— but that should be clearly 
defined and firmly grasped. 
If It be 
asked, W h at are these principles, it 
may be readily shown that they nat­ 
urally connect 
themselves 
(1) 
with 
the teacher himself as regards the 
preparation for this task; 
(2) 
with 
those who are taught, as having to do 
with their condition and needs; 
(3) 
with the Bible remedy for sin, as fur­ 
nished in the redemption by Christ or 
(4) 
with the 
Holy Spirit, 
who ap­ 
pears as the author of the regenerat­ 
ed life. 
These 
points decide the 
line 
of 
thought to be followed in the present 
discussion, and suggest the principles 
upon 
which 
effectiveness 
in 
Bible 
teaching to sinners must depend. 
First 
Principle— Let the 
preacher 
as teacher, first of all, grasp the sit­ 
uation, and master the needs of man 
as a lost sinner, and let those needs 
overmaster his own soul. 
Suitable Teachings. 
Second 
Princip le— Having 
himself 
mastered the situation, let the preach­ 
er as teacher. In the prosecution of 
his aim of seeking 
and 
winning 
the 
lost, press home with absolute convic­ 
tion the Bible teachings suited and 
intended to rouse the sinner to his 
lost and hopeless condition in sin. 
Third Principle— I^ et the preacher, 
when the way has been thus prepared, 
lay all 
stress upon 
the 
Bible doc­ 
trines concerning the remedy— salva­ 
tion by the cross, pressing the sinner 
always 
to 
immediate 
decision 
for 
Christ. 
Fourth Prinicple— I^ et the preacher 
as teacher of truth 
for 
salvation, 
while seeking the most perfect adapta­ 
tion of means to that end, not neg 
lect the doctrine of the Holy Spirit 
and his saving work. 
And so the outcome of the whole 
process of the preacher's instruction 
of the sinful man Is not a natural evo­ 
lution Into the Christian life, but an 
instruction into it by a supernatural 
transformation.— Dr. D. S. Gregory, in 
Hom iletic Review.

SOBRIETY IN GREAT BRITAIN 


United 
Kingdom 
Mere 
Temperate 
Now Than Ever Before, Says 
Alliance Secretary. 


The amount of beer and spirts con­ 
sumed in the United Kingdom during 
1909 is very 
much 
less than 
the 
amount recorded for 
all 
preceding 
years 
In fact, Great Britain is more 
temperate now than 
she 
has ever 
been, declares Secretary George 
B. 
W ilson of the United Kingdom Tem­ 
perance Alliance. 
In his report, re­ 
cently issued in the London press, he 
estimates that the total expenditure on 
all alcohoiic liquor consumed in the 
three kingdoms last year amounted to 
£155 ,16 2,486 , as compared with £161,- 
060,482 in 1908. 


There has therefore been a materiaF 
decrease of £5 ,897,997 during the past 
twelvemonth. 
On spirits the decrease was £4,800,- 
000, with a decrease in consumption 
of 7,022,776 gallons. 
On beer the de­ 
crease was £1,186 ,000 with a decrease 
In consumption of 645,396 barrels. On 
wines, on the other hand, there has 
been an increase of £93,000, with an 
increase in consumption of 103,744 gal­ 
lons. 
But, as the secretary’s report points 
out, the amount spent on drink as a 
comparison, fails to picture the true 
decrease in drinking 
Owing to the 
increased taxes of 1909, 
the retail 
price of all 
liquors 
advanced, and 
hence if the prices of 1909 were the 
same as the prices of 1908, the de­ 
crease in the amount spent would be 
double what It Is. 
If there had been 
no increase in prices the actual reduc­ 
tion on the total expenditure would 
have been £11,147,997. 
Ixindon press reports state unhesi­ 
tatingly that the British people have 
been growing more temperate of late 
years, and claim that the experience 
of last year leaves no doubt that tax­ 
ation is one great influence in reduc­ 
ing the consumption of liquor, 
it Is 
further added that "if this reduction 
were to be progressively maintained 
we would soon have no drink bill to 
pay at all.” 
The increased taxes applied on liq­ 
uors by the budget have been a fac­ 
tor of the recorded decrease in con­ 
sumption. but it is probably not the 
only potent factor, and It is contended 
that a marked change in the social 
habits of the people is a feature since 
the masses are being given oppjrtuni- 
ties for developing other tastes. 
In 
this education is the great agent and 
it is confidently stated that “ tne tunj 
of the tide synchronises with the com­ 
ing of a full generation which has 
been to school. 
The book is one of 
the enemies of the bar. 
There are 
others. 
Eve ry park is an alternative», 
every tram or cheap train, that takea 
the worker out to the country in hia 
spare 
time, 
every 
slum 
that disap­ 
pears, and every livable house that 
takes Its place. 
The empire of alco­ 
hol rests not so much on Its own in­ 
herent attractiveness as upon the ab­ 
sence 
of 
rival 
attractions. 
Thesa 
rivals are growing and before them 
alcohol is slowly perhaps, but surely 
retiring from public favor.” 
In a country which 
has so long 
been burdened by the drink evil the 
progress of reform Is slow, but there 
is progress recorded in Great Britain 
as the above figures show. 
The drink 
question is still one of the most im­ 
portant social problems the nation has 
to face, yet the recent constant de­ 
cline in the consumption is regarded 
as extremely hopeful.

Drink and hereditary influence were 
reported as the cause of insanity in 
42.3 per cent, of the cases admitted 
Into RainhlU asylum, in England, last 
year, drink being responsible in 22.8 
of the cases, and a clear history of 
hereditary taint in 
19.5. 
These re­ 
m arkable 
statistics are 
contained in 
the 
annual 
reports 
of 
the 
county 
asylum 
at 
Lancaster, 
Prestwick, 
Rainhill, 
VVTttingham 
and 
W inwick, 
Just issued. 


On the subject of the causes and 
the preventation of luuacy, Dr. 
Gig* 
glesworth, medical 
superintendent of 
Rainh ill, 
is 
very 
outspoken. 
Refer­ 
ring to the 22.8 per cent, of admissions 
for which drink was responsible, Dr. 
Wigglesworth says the figure is suf­ 
ficiently large to indicate clearly that 
havoc which drink makes with the 
nervous system, and adds: 
“ If 
the 
evil affected the individual only 
it 
would be bad enough, but 
unfortu­ 
nately there is reason to believe that 
it is often hand* d on to the offspring, 
owing to the direct poisonous effect 
upon tin* germ of the alcohol circulat­ 
ing in tin* blood, and that not a little 
of the terrible amount of nervous in­ 
stability and degeneracy 
which 
we 
see around us has its origin in this 
cause.” 
Regarding the 19 j per cent, of ad­ 
missions in which there is a clear 
history of hereditary taint, Dr. W ig ­ 
glesworth says that no doubt this fig­ 
ure considerably understates the real 
influence of heredity, owing to tha 
difficulty experienced in getting reli­ 
able accounts of the families of tba 
patients.
